CAPT. O'SHEA WINS. 


The Celebrated Divorce Case 
Closed To-Day in Justice 
Butt's Court. 


A Verdict Returned in Favor of 
the Plaintiff by the Jury. 


The Court Grants Capt. O’Shea a Decree of 
Divorce, With Cost and the Custody of 
the Younger Children—Neither the Re- 
spondent Nor the Co-respendent Appears 
in Court—The Case the Chief Tepic in 
the English Capital ments of the 
Press—Effect ef the Scandal Upes the 
Political Prestige ef the Irish Leader— 
The Public Career of Charles Stewart 
Parnell. ö 


Loypon, Nov. 17.—The hearing of evidence 
for the prosecution in the O’Shea divorce case 
was resumed by Mr. Justice Butt in the d. 
vorce court this morning. The first witness 
offered by the prosecution was a servant who 
had been employed at the Eitham residence. 
After afew unimportant questions had been 
propounded and answered the witness testi- 
fied that she had on one occasion discovered 
Mr. Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea to be 
locked up in the drawing-room. The latter 
had explained to her that the locking of 
the door while she was closeted with Mr. 
Parnell was necessary. The necessity was in 
turn explained on the hypothesis that the 
agents of secret societies, hostile to Mr. Par- 
neil’s political plans, were everywhere abaut. 
In reply to sharp questioning by counsel for 
the plaintiff, the witness told the Court that 
she had deen instructed by Mrs. O'Shea, in 
the event of her being questioned by Capt. 
O’Shea, to deny positively that Mr. 
Parnell bad visited the house at 
Eltham. Another servant, the second 
of the day, and the last for the 
prosecution, was then placed upon the stand. 
This witness simply testified to haying at aif- 
ferent times in the year 1880 found Mr. Parnell 
and the defendant together alone after mid- 
night. A coachman who was formerly in the 
employ of Mrs. O’Shea testified to driving 
Parneléfrom the Eltham Station to Wonersh 
Lodge, Mrs. O’Shea’s residence, after mid- 
night. He afterward took Parnell’s horses to 
East Bourne. An ex-page testified that 
he had lived in the service of 
Mrs. O’Shea at East Bourne. Parnell 
lived in the same house. Other witnesses 
testified that Katie O'Shea (Mrs. O’Shea) took 
the East Bourne house and paid the rent with 
checks signed Katie O’Shea. Parnell resided 
there there and also at the house in Regent’s 
Park, which Mrs. O'Shea alse rented. Mra. 
Steele, sister of Mrs. O'Shea, whom the latter 
charged with adultery with Capt. O’Shea, then 
took the stand and denied the charge 
made against her. One of the jary- 
men insisted that the petioner doe 
cross-examined on the countercharges made 
by his wife. The petitioner was accordingly 
recalled. Ille testified that he had lived apart 
from his wife at her express desire. He de- 
nied the charges of cruelty made against him 
and said he had always treated his wife with 
kindness. He had invited Parnell to dine at 
his house after challenging him to 
fight N duel becuse he had 
been conyinced that his suspicions 
regarding his wife and Parnell! were baseless. 
He had last lived with his wife at Brighton in 
1886. In summing up the evidence to the jury, 
Justice Butt dwelt upon the charges of con- 
nivance made by Mrs. O’Shea, and asked why 
the necessity for all the disguise resorted to 
by Parnell if the petitioner had 
connived at his wife’s infidelity. 
At this point Sir Edward Olarke of 
counsel for Capt. O’Shea stated that he be- 
lieved sufficient evidence to have been ad- 


duced by the prosecution to demonstrate the 
innocence of his client and the cul- 


pability of the respondentand co-re- 
spondent. He would therefore an- 
nounce the case for the proscution as being 
closed. The defense still being unrepre- 
sented, either by the principals thereto, or by 
their counsel, the case was placed in posses- 
sion of the special jury by Mr. Justice Butt in 
aYew words explanatory of the rules of law 
and evidence maintaining in suits 
such as they had here presented 
for their consideration. Very shortly 
thereafter the jury rendered their verdict. 
It finds the respondent, Mrs. O’Shea, to have 
been ,ullty of adultery as alleged, and dis- 
miss the counter-charge of connivance in the 
crime made by Mrs. O’ Shea against her hus- 
band. A decree ef divorce, with the costs of 
tha sult and the custody of thelr yeougger 
children, therefore, is awarded to the petition- 
er, Capt. Shea. 
PARNELL AND NELSON. 

The statement of counsel that Mr. Parnell 
rode behind horses named ‘*President,’’ 
**Dictator’’ and Home Rale’’ is commented 
upon by the Conservative press as indicating 
Mr. Parneli’s ambitious designs in respect to 
the future of Ireland. The Tories also question 
the correctness of the Pall Mali Gasette s asser - 
tien that Lord Nelson did not lose prestige 
through his intrigue with Lady Hamilton, 
the contrary being, it is averred, the bis- 
torical fact; that while Nelson’s wonder- 
ful talents as a naval commander made 
his services indispensable to his country, he 
was socially and, in a great degree, politi- 
cally injured by his deflance et the moral law.

: The Irish cause 
Charles Stuart Parnell. ewes much to 


Charles Stuart Parnell. His present compro- 
mising position is the first blunder of his pub- 
lic life. He entered the British Parliament 
in 1875 at the age of 29, and in the 
fifteen years of public service that 
have intervened until the present 
time no situation has seemed to baffle him. He 
has been the guiding genius of his party, 
cool, intrepid, with a keen mind and an un- 
flinching purpose. On Parnell’s entry into 
Parliament few thought he was to be the cen- 
tral figure of the nation’s cause. Really but 
half an Irishman, coming of aristocratic 
stock, educated in an English university, a 
Protestant and a landlord, too, there was 
little expectation that around him were to 
cluster the champions of Irish liberty, and 


from him should emanate tne policy which 
has made his party such a power in Great 
Britain. 

THE HOME RULE MOVEMENT. 

The Home Rule movement had its birth in 
1870, five years prior to Parnell’s advent into 
politics, and up to 1878 its recognized leader 
was Isaac Butt, a North of Ireland Protestant. 
Butt was too conservative to meet the de- 
mands ofthe dolder spirits of his party and 
his deposition placed Parnell at the head of 
the movements. What was designated by its 
adherents asthe ‘‘forward policy’’ was then 
inaugurated. Uptothis time the partieipa- 
tion of the Irish members in debates on im- 
perial affairs had been infreguent, and the 
measures proposed by them for their own 
country were always guickly voted down. 
Parnell changed allthis. Under his direction 
the Irish members took part in all discussions 
and leit their Impress on all acts adopted. 
But a still more important departure was 
made, that of making the Irish pay inde- 
pendent of English factions and using its 
power directly for the promotion of Irish in- 
terests. The first part of this programme 
was for the purpose of aes py the duties 
devolving upon members of the Imperial Par- 
liament, but the latter was ina measure due 
to the downfall of two — 1 1 government 
parties. Those steps gained for Parnell imme- 
diate popularity and the fullest confidence of 
his countrymen. While to Joseph Bigger 
belongs the credit of originating the tactics of 
obstructlon, it was Parnell’s genius which made 
itthe thorn inthe sides of the Tories, which 
this policy soon proved to be. The general elec- 
tion of 1880 replaced the filty nominal home- 
rulers, who haasat in the 
ment, with sixty-one, 
ber was swelled 
the Irish representation. The aggressive 
policy of the mew leader had found increased 
favor with his followers, and the forty firmly 
welded together wasa potent factor in the 
House of Commons. Gladstone recognized 
the demands of Ireland, as voiced tu the elee- 
tion of these men, and the home rule measure 
of 1885 was the result. 

MEN WHO MAY LEAD. 

Should Parnell be forced by public opinion 
to stop down and out there are others who are 
woll qualified to take up the work. The cable- 
grams have given a hint that Thomas Sexton 
will succeed to the position of leader should 
Parnell withdraw. He is eminently fitted 
for the role. Sexton is the orater par 
excellence of the Irish party. Some of bis 
parllamentry efforts have been worthy of his 
country’s famous men. Not only does he 
possess an eloquent tongue, but an active and 
tireless brain as well. No man in his party 
Has afirmer grasp of weighty questions or 
gives greater atténtion to detalls than he. He 
is a native of Waterford, 42 years of age, and 
a journalist by profession. There is a 
réason to believe that upon Sexton’a shoulders 
will fall the responsibilities of the leadership 
of his party, should Parnell’s influence be un- 
abie to survive the divorce court disclosures. 
Then there is T. P. O’Connor, President of the 
National Land League of Great Britain. He is 
the political organizer of the Irish party in 
England. From his pen eminated the cele- 
brated manifesto for Home Rule, addressed to 
the Irisn voters of England in Scotland in 
1885, and which exerted so great an influence 
in the defeat of Liberalism. He, too, isa 
ournalist, a strong speaker and popular with 

ig party. O'Connor is an Athione man, 42 
years old. 

Other prominent members of the Irish pone 
are Timothy Harrington, Secretary of the 
Land League; T. D. Sullivan, ‘*Tim’’ Healy, 
Editor Gray of the Freeman’s Journal, William 
O’Brien and John Dillon. 

The two last named are now in America, 

leading the cause ofthe starving cotters on 

he west coast of Ireland. Dillon is the father 
ot the Plan of Campaign,’’ against which 
Chiet Secretary Balfour is using all the 
power of the Imperial zovernment. Early ia 
the Home Rule movement he went to the side 
of Parnell, and materially aided in the effort 
to depose Butt as its leader. He was edu 
as a physician, is still a young man, though 
rather teeble in frame.

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—Advices from &t. Peters- 
burg say that it is reported that a serious riot 
occurred last week at a place fifteen miles 
Gistant from Moscow. A body of troops shot 
and wounded a bundred peasants and work- 
men for refusing to receive the commands of 
the newly-appointed district officials, In ad- 
dition to refusing to obey their commands, 
the rioters bound the officials with cords and 
sent them to Moscow. 


Prof. Kech’s Discevery. 


Beri, Nov. 17.—Prof. Koch's discovery 
Das created such excitement among physi- 
@ians that fully 1,500 foreign doctors are here 
already to investigate it. Dr. Levy, at his 
private laboratory, exhibited a number of pa- 
tients cured of tuberculosis. The supply of 
lymph is exhausted at present. Prof. Koch 
suggests calling it *‘Paratoloid’’ in prescrip- 
tions. Au English gentieman was inoculated 
yesterday. He is the first foreign patient. 

PROF. BERGMANN’S LECTURE. 

Prof. Bergmann delivered a lecture last 
might at the Berlin Clinica! Hospital on thirty- 
nine cases treated by him according to the 
Koch method. The patients were suffering 
from variops tubercular affections of the 
joints, bones, skins, glands, throat and 
mouth. One ef them was suffering from a 
tumor of the larynx, and it was doubtful 
whether the affection was a tubercular or 
cancerous one. He was treated in the manner 
laid dewn by Prof. Koch, and as there was no 
constitutional action, Prof. Bergmann was 
led to express the opinion that the tumor was 
of cancerous formation. Prof. Bergmann 
Hiustrated the value of the Koch method as 
an ald ia diagnosis. Prof. Koch's indispos!i- 
tion was the result of an injection of the eura- 
Nes lymph. It was only very slight and has 
pow passed off. 


British Celumbia Sealing Fleet. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 17.—Complete re- 
turns of the sealing operations of the British 
Columbia feet for the season received at the 
Fisheries Department show that 39,547 seals 
were taken, am increase of 6, 000 as compared 
with 1889. Ofthis number 21,383 seals were 
taken off the coast of British Columbia and 
10. 106 in Behring Sea, a reversal of the pro- 
portions as compared with past seasons. This 
is altogether due to the uncertainty prevail- 
img in the early part of the season among the 
sealers of British Columbia asto whether or 
mot they would be molested if they entered 
the waters of Behring Sea. Twenty-nine ves- 
eels were engaged in the business this year. 
About thirty-five vessels will be commissioned 
for mext season. 


Nihilists Condemned to Be Hanged. 


St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 17.—The trial of the 
Nibiliste who were accused of being impli- 
eated ina plot against the Czar concluded 
to-day. Sophie Guengnern, one of the pris- 
oners, whe was arrested here after her trial 
in Paris, in which city she was arrested for 
havi bombs in her possession, together 

two of her accomplics named Stollanof- 
aky and Freifeld, was found guilty and con- 
demned to be hanged. The court, however, 
recommended that the Czar remit the sen- 
tence of death against Stollanofeky and Frei- 
feild, and that they be bhanisbea to Siberia. 
Two officers who were also charged with com- 
piicity in the plot were acquitted.

All on 
board were thrown into the seas, and the cap- 
sized vessel was soon surrounded by a strug- 
giing mass of men and animals. A number of 
boats put out from the shore and succeeded 
in rescuing thirteen human beings and thirty- 
four animals. Thirty-eight persons and 100 
animals perished.

THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


A Wyandotte & Northwestern 
Freight Precipitated Into 
the Kaw River. 


Passengers Missing and 
Three of the Trainmen 
Killed.

The Engineer Fatally Injured—- Nearly All of 
the Missing Men Empleyes of the Armeur 
Packing Co,—Searching the River for the 
Dead—A Frightful Boiler Explosion at 
Mertztown, Pa.-—Three Men Killed Out- 
right and Eight Serieusly Ivjured—A 
Young Man Accidentally Shet—Casual- 
ties. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 17.—An incoming 
freight train on the Wyandotte & Northwest- 
ern Railroad went through a briege over the 
Kaw River, just across the State line, and nine 
passengers are missing. Alles Lattimer, a 
colored man, and William Brown, Armour 
employes, were taken out of the wreck 
dead, but as nearly the whole train went 
under the water the other bodies have not 
been recovered, and no names can be se- 
cured. The engineer, F. H. Patch, jamped 
and isfataliy injured, and Tom Allen, the 
fireman, escaped only to die at the Wabash 
Hospital of his injuries. The missing men 
were nearly all employes of Armour, but an- 
til the pay rolls can be examined it will not 
be known who they are. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

This morning at 6:20 as freight train No. 
104 on the Kansas City, Wyandotte & North- 
western Railroad was crossing the bridge over 
the Kaw River inthis city, one span of the 
bridge gave way and precipitated the 
entire train into the river, thirty-one 
feet below. The train consisted of 
five cars, loaded with hogs, farming imple- 
ments and grain. Allen Moore (colored), who 
was stealing aride, was killed. The freman, 
Fred Allen of Lawrence, Kan., is missing and 
ig supposed to be under the wreck. The fol- 
lowing persons were injured: 

THOMAS F. MILLIGAN, head brakeman, of 
Kansas City, Kan. ; seriously, and will proba- 
bly die. 

F. H. PATCH, engineer, of Kansas City, 
Kan.; left leg and back severely bruised and 
jaw broken. 

PIxK HEROLD, conductor; slightly bruised. 

S. V. SMITH, Latham, Kan.,severely bruised 
about the back and legs. 

D. F. WHITPATCH, brakeman, slightly 
bruised. Fifty-eight head of hogs were 
drowned. Atthescene of the disaster the 
river is fifteen feetdeep. The engine and al- 
most the entire train was buried out of sight. 


Frightfal Boiler Explesion.

The bolier was thirty feet long and was torn 
into three pieces, one of which is twenty-three 
feet long, and was hurled a distance of 150 
yards. The three men killed were thrown 150 
feet away and lay side by side. The bodies 
were not much mutilated. The injured were 
found in the debris and removedto their 
homes. The mill was only partly wrecked, 
but the boller- house and shed are a mass of 


ruins, including the engine. The loss to the 
firm is estimated at $3,500. The works were 
owned by E. H. & O. H. Trexler. 


A Bad Wreck. 


HUNTINGTOR, Ind., Nov. 17.—A fatal wreck 
occurred on the Chicago & Erie last night, 
which will cost three people their lives. A 
live-stock train, east bound, was coming 
down a heavy grade. Asthe train neared the 


end of aswiteh the engine mounted the rails 
and turned over on ite side in the ditch. 
Twenty-two cars followed, . upon each 
other, Engineer Toohey, Fireman R. E. Oa- 
pins and brakeman Dekay were in the cab 
and had no time to escape. Teohey was 
throw out upon the track and was not found 
for hours. He was herribly mutilated, his 
body being cut In twain at the waist and oth- 
erwise awfully dismembered. Capins is 
mortally wounded by a piece of iron which 
passed nearly through his body. Dekay had 
his arm taken off and is so badly injured in- 
ternally that his death is expected any mo- 
meee.

LADIES GOING TO MASS ASSAULTED BY A 
SCOUNDRELLY NEGRO. 


A Series of Singularly Bold and Shameless 
Attacks Upon Female Parishioners ef St. 
Kevin’s Catholic Church Yesterday 
Morning—A Panic-Stricken Neighber- 
hood, 


Between the hours of 6 and 7 o’ clock yester- 
Gay morning several estimable ladies living 
in the neighborhood of Hickory and La Salle 
streets, from Oompton avenue westward for 
several blocks, were treated to a sensation 
while on their way to early mass at St. Kevin's 
Obureh, which will cause them for some time 
to come to take that accustomed devotional 
pligrimage with much misgiving and most 
unpleasant recollections. The nature of the 
experience was a horrible one, and its details 
were such thatthe ladies concerned are most 
unwilling to talk 6f the matter, but one of 
them tells enough to cause regret that the 
black brute who figures in the story of a 
peculiarly bold series of attempts at criminal 
assault is still at large. As a reckless and 
almost insane attempt at horrible crime in 
open daylight, the unknown negro's per- 
formances were of such a nature as to take 
them out of the ordinary classification of such 
offenses and to stamp him as either a most 
repulsive monomaniac or a <diabolica 
scoundrel. : ; 

ASSAULT ON MRS. DOUGHERTY. 

At about 6:15 o’clock, while the quiet streets

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PLAN OF SECURITY HOLDERS TO INCREASE 
PROFITS OF WESTEEN ROADS. 


The Misseuri Pacific and Atchisen Cen- 
panies Enter Into an Agreement te Build 
Ne Mere Read at Present—Chinese La- 
berers Imperted te Construct Mexican 
Railways—Notes and Personals. 


Referring to the meeting of Presidents and 
security holders of Western railroads to be 
held at J. Pierrepont’s residence, the New 
York Sun says: The plan, in brief, provides 
for the sweeping away of ali the present in- 
tricate and expensive machinery for securing 
business, which bas always been a menace to 
rates and has constantly inveived the roads 
in warfare. In ite place it is proposed to 
establish at every important shipping 
polnt a single agency for the tranus- 
action of all competitive business in 
the natural er geographical subdivisions ot 
the railroad system of the country. Another 
feature is the removal of the rate-making 
power from general freight agents and invest- 
ing it in a compact committee, which shall be 
amenable tothe Boards of Direction ef the 
several companies represented in such com- 
mittee. 

Itcan be stated authoritatively that ine 
dentally to the pian outlined above, the Mis- 
sour! Pacific and Atchison companies have en- 
tered into an alliance of the ciosest character. 
One of its important and significant features is 
that neither company shall build a mile of 
railroad without the consent of the other, and 
that all important construciion of new roads 
that may be ugreed upon shail de for the joint 
account of beth companies. It is understood 
that as an incidental matter to this agreement 
Mr. Gould has increased his holdings of 
Atchison stock. Itwillbe remembered tbat 
he received a large block ot that stock, or 
rather the Missouri! Pacific Railway Co. dia, 
in exchange for St. Louis & San Francisco 
stock which was surrendered in accordance 
with the terms of mergerof that company 
with the Atchison. 

A prominent raliway manager, who is thor- 
oughiy familiar with the progress that has 
been made toward bringing the Western 
roads into closer relations with one another, 
said yesterday that the change in the contro! 
of the Union Pacific Railroad, whieh will soon 
be made apparent, means a great deal to the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rallway. 
Mesers. Drexel, Morgan & Co. have for some 
time past been influential in the management 
of that company. Mr. Morgan bas assisted 
Mr. Gould in regaining control of the Ua- 
fon Pacific for the reason, among oth- 


ers, that he wished to secure forthe St. Paul 
company facilities west of Omaha, similar to 
tnose enjoyed by the Chicago & Northwestern 
through its alliance with the Union Pacific. 

It is also clear that other railroads running to 
Council Bluffs and Omaha, but having no 
lines of their own west of the Missouri River, 
are to be treated by the Union Pacific bere- 
after in a manner that will prevent any 
further criticism of the Northwestern lines. 

It is understood that tne new President of 
the Unfon Pacific Raliroad Co. will be Mr. 
Sidney Dillon. Mr. Gould wishes him to have 
the place as a vindication of his previous 
management of the company’saffairs. His 
duties will be of an advisory nature, anda 
younger man will be retained to supervise the 
details of operation. 

Whenthe president of the * — roads 
weet in response to Mr. Morgan's circular the 
largest shareholders in those roads will advo- 
cate the adoption of a special agreement to 
the effect that no new railroad building shall 
be undertaken in the territory that those 
roads serve except by the approval of a Board 
of Extensions, in which each company shall 
be equally represented. 


Improving Ite Read. 


The New York, Susquehanna & Western 
Railroad is improving its roadway. It bas 
double tracked four miles of the road between 
Paterson and Rochelle Park, and several more 


miler will be added to tris during the coming 
season. Nextspring the company intends to 
spend about $125,000 on the trestle work and 
bridge crossing at the junction with the Erie 
roed west of the Bergen Tunnel. The tracks 
ot the Susquehanna road cross those ef the 
Erie on a trestle nearly 1,500 feet long. The 
Susquehanna intends to erect an iron bridge 
with a clear span of 800 feet over the Erie's 
tracks and to fil! in the 500 feet of trestle ap- 
proach on the west side of the bridge. The 
eastern wooden trestie will be replaced with 
an trop structure 500 feet long. 

During the past season the company bas 
put down nearly a dozen bridges, one of them, 
at Riverside, costing $20,000. The coal ton- 
nage for the year ending Dec. 31 will be + 
proximately 850,000 toms, which is much in 
excess of last year. Next year, with the 
increased facilities, the company expects to 
bandie a million tons. 


Chinese Railroad Laberers. 


' SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 17.—A prominent 
raliroad contractor of Mexico, now in this 
city, state that there are thousands of Chinese 
laborers being Imported to that country te 


work on railroads now under construction 
there. The largest of these labor contracts is 
for 8,000Chinese, who are expected to arrive 


at Santa Cruz, on the Pacific coast, in the 


course ofa few months. They come direct 
from Obina. They will be put to work on the 
Tehuantepec railroad now in process of con- 
struction. It is estimated tnat the cost of 
transporting the men from China will amount 
to nearly $1,000,000. The laborers are under 
contract to remain three months in the em- 
ploy ofthe company. The building of this 
road isa gigantic enterprise. The iine, ac- 
cording to the sarvey, is 2,400 miles ip length 
and traverses Mexico from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific ooean. It is being built by English 
capital

THE DEADLY WIRES. 


ADDITIONAL REASONS WHY THEY SHOULD 
BE UNDEK GROUND. 


What Superviser O'Reilly Says as te the 
Cause of the Treuble—The Undertakers 
Pretest Against Tracks Being Put ca 
Florissant Avenue—The Twelfth Stree 
Bridge—City Hall Notes. 


From now until well into the spring of the 
year there will be periods of what electricians 
Gall trouble. When anything goes wrong 
with a light, a telephone or an electric signal 
box it is called simply treuble. 

There was trouble yesterday at several 
points in the city. Two horses were killed by 
a charged wire on Eleventh street, near 
Locust, a wire burned out at Fourteenth and 
Pine and breaks and stoppages were reported 
from a dozen points. 

It was all on account of the weather. The 
slow, penetrating drizzle had the effect of 
bringing out all the defects of insulation, and 
wherever wires were crossed they 
buraed out. With the constantly 
growing number ef wires running around in 
all directions, it is practically impossible to 
avoid an eccusional crossing such as occurred 
yesterday. The amount of danger entailed 
by such crossings depends entirely upon the 
currents carried by the wires and the pur- 
poses for which they are used. They may be 
fatal or they may be harmiess, with the 
probabilities mostly ön the side of fatality. 
Supervisor O'Reilly was seen this morning 
and sald: ‘‘lexpected some trouble yester- 
day and headed off a good deal as well as I 
could, but itis tmpossible to foresee all the 
complications which can be caused by a littie 
wet weather. There were a great many re- 
ports from the police about lamps out. The 
record last night was bad and there wasa 
good deal of trouble in that direction, but all 
matters ofthat kind are merely temporary 
and are being remedied every day. 

Commissioner Holman, Chairman of the 
Board Committee on City Lighting, said: 
We are doing all we can to keep the pole 
lines straight and are getting up some regu- 


lations in ordinance form. At the best the 
present system is bad and dangerous, but as 
we must put up with the poles we can't do 
much. e hope, however, to avoid serious 
accidents by careful watching.’ 


The Undertakers Protest. 


A delegation of livery stable keepers de- 
scended upon the City Hallto-day. Pat Mon- 
ahan. Tom Wand, Louis Spelbrink, Jno. C. 
Bensiek and Messrs. Keyes, Scott, Cullen and

Bellefontaine Kallway is laying an extension 
along the street, and, as is the custom, put- 
ting the tracks in the middie of the roadway. 
The livery men want the tracks put out on 
either side. The street is 100 feet wide, but 
only twenty-eight feet of it is improved. Over 
this a number of funerals have to drive every 
day, with the street cars in the middle the 
carriages would be forced out Into the unim- 
proved part. The delegation asked that the 
change be made, and it probably will. While

There is a structure which is called a bridge, 
but it is nothing but a patched-up reminisence 
ot one. The roadway is too narrow to accom.- 
modate the trame, aud the approaches are too 
steep and short. 

I is possible to build a bridge there for 
$250,000 which will have a roadway eighty feet 
wide and which will not be in constant dan- 
ger of shaking to pieces. All the city 
officials are anxious to pusu the 
work ahead and build the bridge as there is 
no question of the necessity for a new one, 
and it is argued that the soonera new one is 
= — the better it will beforthecity. It is 

ound to come, and might as well come new 
as at any other time. 

Engineer Gayler of the Bridge Department 
has pians for the bridge completed and is 
ready to go work atany time.

New York, Nov. 17.—The following state- 
ment of his Zanzibar servant, Saleh Ben 
Osman, has been furnished by Explorer Stan- 
ley for publication: 

Jameson was visiting Stanley Falisfor the 
purpose of urging Tippoo Tib to provide for 
the carriers which he had promised to Stan. 
ley. Upon passing through the village of 
Wakumwa, Jameson askedthe head man of 
the Zanzibaris, Hamadi Ben Dowd, whether 
it was really true that the natives were cann!- 
bals and ate each other. Ot course it was 
perfectly true,’’ replied the other. Thereupon 
Jameson gave the man Hamadi some cloth to 
buy a young slave. Presently he (Hamidi) came 
back, bringing with hima young girl whom 
he had bought. Jameson then ordered him 
to hand her over to the natives and told them 
to kill, cook and eat her. The Zanzibaris 
flatly refused to do this and expressed their 
disgust by going away, but Jameson himself 
took the girl by the wrist and handed her to 
her savage executioners. She was stabbed 
witha knife, and whiist the body was still 
quivering the natives cut off the flesh from 
the bones, and having toasted it on sticks 
over the fire they ate it. During the whole of 
the ghastly performance Jameson sat down 
and made sketches of it. Jamesou was ac- 
companied by Maftwa, bis boy, Hamadi Ben 
Dowd and seven Zanzibaris. Tippeo Tib, 
who heard of this upon Jameson’s arrival at 
thé Falls, refused to see hm for two days, 
veing too disgusted to speak with him.

REPORTED DEATH OF STANLEY. 

Some few weeks after the camp of the rear 
column had been formed, three Zanzibaris, 
who had deserted from Stanley’s vanguard, 
came to Yambuya and reported to Maj. Bart- 
telot that Stanley was dead, and that he (the 
Major) being next in command, was now their 
chief. The Zanzibaris at Yambuya replied 
that they did not believe it, saying that Stan- 
ley with bis big force, well armed, with plenty 
of rifes and ammunition and a nizinga (can- 
non), the natives in that part of the country 
were pot capable of vanquishing such an 
army. A great deal of dissatisfaction was 
caused by Barttelot giving these three bearers 
of the news rice and meat, whereas the 
Zanzibaris and Sondanese at Yambuya were 
being ‘‘starved to death, as they expressed 
it. They could not make out what kind of a 


heart a man had who would starve his own 
men, and sumptuousiy feed those who 
brought such news as the death of Stanley 
and all his followers. Maj. Barttelot tried to 
get men from Tippoo Iib through Maraja, 
the Soudanese chief. Barttelot thought Stan- 
ley was dead and he himeelf was anxious to 
reach Emia aud perform the object of the 
expedition. He remarked to Marcja that 
Ward was away. Troup had gone home 
sick. He would send Bonny home, and taking 
with bim only Jameson as a white companion 
he would cut his way to Wadelai. The Major 
promised to give Maraja $600 if he could suc- 
ceed in getting Tippoo Tib to provide car- 
riers. ‘‘We will then rescue Emin ourselves 
and return home very big men. You wil] be 
a big chief in Kgyptand I will be a general in 
England., said the Major. 

Salim Maroodi offended Maj. Barttelot by 
not interpreting to hie chief, i ippoo Tib, any 
insulting speeches which the Major uttered. 
Salim preferred to keep to himseif any high- 
handed talk, and not aggravate Tippoo Tib 
by repeating it, 

A BEVERE FLOGGING. 

Some few weeks afterthe camp of the rear 
column bad been formed three of the Zanzi- 
baris who had deserted from Stanley came to 
Yambuya and reported that Stanley was dead 
and bis expedition cut to pieces, whereupon 
Barttelot sonnded the call and teld all the men 
that Stanley wus dead, and he (the Major), 
being next in command, was now their chief. 
Whereupon the bead men urged that rather 
than die of sickzmess and starvation, it would 
be better to even steal some ioads of 
cloth, beads, te., and make their way 
along the path taken by Stanley, but 
those willing to take these risks 
were inthe minority, and the majority pre- 
vailed on them to stay with the white wen 
whatever happened, as they had promised 
Stanley that they would do so. There was one 
night hanging in the cook’s house a leg of a 
gout. Maulidi, Maj. Barttelot’s boy, crept 
round to this hut at night and cut off a small 
plece of the meat. While thus engaged Nubi, 
the Soudanese guard, saw him, and threat- 
ened to report to the Major if Maulidi did not 
share it with him. Maulial, bowever, pre- 
ferred to out off another morsel for the Bou- 
danese Nubi; thie taste of freah meat eaten 
raw only aggravated the Soudanese’s hunger, 
and after the bey bad gone be took down the 
remainder of the leg and ate it and after- 
wards hid the bone in the straw thatching of 
Maulidi’s but. 

In the morning there was a cry from the 
cook that the meat was missing and Maj. 
Barttelot sounded the cali and had everybody 
inline for the purpose of finding out the 
thief. The bone was eventually found in the 
thatch of Maulidi’s hut, but Nubi, the Sou- 
danese guard, admitted that be was the cul- 
prit and Barttelot wished to shoot him, but 


sail into the lakes through the St. Law- | Arend Farran pleaded in his behalt and finally 


the punishment was altered to that of flog- 
ging. He was toreceive 300 lashes, but the 
man’s back was so badly lacerated, being torn 
into ribbons by the iash, that the total num- 
ber of 300 could not be given at one time. 
It wus then decided that the 
remaining blows shoulda be adm in- 
istered when his present wounds hed 
healed. Afterafew days Nubi, dreading to 
fuce a repetition of the inbuman'ty he had 
suffered, took his rifle and escaped into the 
forest, but a seareh was organized and he was 
soon discovered, brought back to camp, and 
the sentence of death was passed on him. 
He waa compelied to dig his own grave, after 
which he was iashed toa kind of cross and a 
Nie of fifteen Soudanese roidiers fired simul- 
taneously at the wretch, riddling him with 
bullets. He was afterward buried in a deep, 
vertical hole, his head being pushed down 
first and the loose clay packed in around 
A v4 thatonly the feet showed above the 
2 nd. 


BARTTELOT’S WILFULLNESS. 

Aftera delay vf many months Tippeo Tid 
fualiy supplied about 400 men to carry 12 
loads of the rear column of the Emin rel 
expedition.

One of Tippoo Tib’s officers, Minivi Schu- 
mali, was appointed by Tippoo Tib to be the 
‘*‘Mampera’’ (head man) of the Manyuema 
carriers. He told Barttelot that if he had any 
domplalnt to make he wae to do so throug 
Minivi Schumali,who was thoroughly convers- 
ant with the people and would thus be able 
to settle any disagreement more easily than 
the Major himself. Just before leaving Yam- 
buya, Maj. Barttelot called together all the 
Manyuema bead men, and told them that he 
was about to start for Wadelal, and that he 
intended taking another route, which was a 
shorter way to reach Emin than that taken by 
Stanley. Minivi Schumali was exciuded 
from this counvil, although Tippee IIb had 
distinctly appointed this man to be chief of 
the men supplied by Tippoo Tib. This meet- 
ing between the Majot and his head men was 
held in secret, no other white man being 
present. 

LOST THE TRAIL. 

When the rear guard, now & 
the men sent by Tippoo Tib, did actually 
leave Yambuya, Barttelot marched ahead 
with bis compass in hand, saying that he him - 
self would show the way, but eventually after 
two or three days he lost the trail left by the 
Vanguards and was informed of this fact by 
Miniwi Schumali. The Major answered that he 
was perfectly capable of piloting the expe- 
dition, and ordered Minivi Schumali to retire 
and oriag © the rear. Miniv!i Schumeli then 
toid the afer that Paes Tib bad sald thas

man’s personal expeditions. The object of 
the rear column was to reach Stanley and the 
quickest and easiest way to do this was to 
follow Stanley road. Minivi told Barttelot 
that he had been appointed by Tippoo Tib to 
be chief of the Manyuema carriers supplied to 
the expedition, but the Major, dy ignoring 
him, had loosened his command of the 
Manyuemas, and the prestige which he would 
have heid,if properly supported by the Major, 
was lost. The Manyuemas, seeing that Minivi 
was not recognized by Siaj. Barttelot as their 
— usturally doubted his right to control 
t em. 

The third day Maj. Barttelot allowed the 
Manyuemas to lead the expedition headed by 
Minivi, he (the Major) remaining in the rear 
to whip up the Zanzibari porters who, emaci- 
ated by many months of hunger and sickness. 
struggied slowly along the path. Several of 
the Zanzibaris threw down their packs and 
escaped into the forest. 

In crossing a boggy stream Maj. Barttelot 
mounted the shoulders of Hammadi Ben 
Dowd, but as the Zanzibari’s feet stuck deep 
in the muddy bottom at each step he stum- 
bled about a little and the Major got wet. 
W ben they arrived on the opposite bank the 
Major flogged the man most unwercifully and 
threatened to have him sbot next morning. 
As the threat bad been made before, and had 
also been carried out, Hamadi Ben Dowd, 
fearing death, escaped into the forest and re- 
mained absent till Stanley returned to 
Banalya. 

When they arrived at Banalya 
Karonta, one of Tippoo Tib’s head men, in 
charge ofa siaving cane of Manyuemas, ad- 
vised Barttelot to camp just a littie way off, as 
trouble was likely to spring up between the 
forces of the expedition and the tollowers of 
the Arabs. Bartielot was also urged to make 
another camp on account of the smeall-pox, 
which was very bad amongst the Arabs at 
Banalya. But Maj. Barttelot said be intended 
remaining where he was at Banalya. He would 
stay there until Jameson, who had gone to 
Kasonge, should return. This he expected 
would bein about twenty days. Bonny also 
urged the practicability of making another 
camp, but the Major decided to remain at 
Banalya, despite the warn ine from his bead 
man and sole remaining white man, Mr. 
Bonny, all of whom suggested a new camp. 
Maj. Barttelot said he was the chief and no- 
body had anything to say. 


THE KILLING OF BARTTELOT. 

One morning at Banalya just before daylight 
Maj. Barttelot sent one of his Soudanese so!- 
diers, Baithi, to order silence in the camp, as 
some one was beating a Urdmh and singing in 
one of the adjacent houses. Baithiapproached 
the house of Sanga, whencethe nolee came, 
and learned from Sanga’s children, who were 
sitting in the doorway, that it was their 
mother who was playing and singing inside. 
Baithi told the children to inform their 
mother that the Major wished silence and she 
was to make no more noise. The children, 
however, were enjoying the mild music and 
aid not inform their mother of the Major's 
orders. As the noise did not cease the Major 
sent his little boy, Soudi, to tell them 
to stop the noise. But even then the 
message did not reach the mother’s ears, as 
Sanga’e small boy only laughed and chaffed 
with Soudi, who was one ot their own play- 
mates and was about their ownage. Soudt 
then returned to his owm master’s hut, but 
the noise had not ceased and the Major be- 
came furious and told Soudi to return and 
tell tnem if the drumming and singing did net 
cease the Major bimself would come. While 
Soudi was on this errand the Major had has- 
tily thrown on his clothes and now appeared 
on the scene. He entered the honse where 
Ranga’s wife was sitting, with three of ber 
female friends, drumming and singing. Point- 
ing a revolver at the woman’s head he 
knocked her off ber seat and then kicked her 
in the stomach and she lay on the floor of the 
hut groaning in agony. The three women 
who were sitting with her ran at 
once and ealied to the husbend, Sanga, 
that Barttelot was beating his wiie. This 
man arrived by the door at the back of his 
bouse, and seeing his wife groaning on the 
floor, grasped his stick, but catehing sight of 
Maj. Barttelot just outside the house with a 
revolver in his hand, Sanga dropped his stick 
and took down his gun, and, priming it, fired 
and killea the Major. The weapon was loaded 
with twoslugs, one of which killed Barttelot 
and the other seriously wounded the arm of 
a woman who was stunding near. 

This threw the whole camp into an uproar. 
Some of the Manyuemas took advantage of 
the tumult and excitement to steal some of 
the loads; others remained quiet. Jameson 
hearing of the Major’s death, repaired to 
Tippoo Tib and demanded that Sanga should 
be ant which was duly carried out. The 
Arabs said they were rrr sorry, but Jameson 
remarked that Maj. Barttelot had killed 
himeseif.’’ One old Arab, Salim Masvodi, 
stated that according to their ow custom, 
Sanga ought not to die. 4 man who m- 
treated anotber man’s wife is liable to death 
by the woman’s husband, who, bowever, is 
not punished; the indignity offered to the 
woman being suflicient reason to acquit him.’’ 
This is the spirit of the Arab aud Seubali law, 
but the Major being a white man the law be- 
came ipapplicable, 

GENERAL DEMORALIZATION. 

After the Major’s death the whole expedi- 
tion became 8 The Manyuemas 
deserted on all sides from Banalya, aud when 
Stanley returned be found Bonny, the sole 
white man, in command, sndafew wretched 
Zangibaris, who were covered with sores and 
reduced to mere skeletons by the wany 
months of ill-treatment aud hunger. Not one 
of them was able to carry u load. Soudi, 
Barttelot’s little boy, was suffering from a 
festering wound on the leg which 
he had received from a kick dy the 
Major. He was going to wash the Major's 
feet one day, and had taken off one sock and 
boot, but the water proved tov bold, and 
Barttelot resented this by kicking Soud! with 
his beavy boot, cutting the boy's skin to the 
bone and making a wound which the boy's 
impoverished condition soon rendered a fest- 
ering sore, from which he eventually died. 

The Zanzibaris and Arabs said that had 
there been a man in commend at Yambuya 
who had exercised due tact in dealing with 
the Arabs, and had that man been honest of 
purpose and capable of proving that he was 
80, men to carry loads would have been forth - 
eoming from Tippoo Tib, and tue rear colu 
would have moved soon after Stanley. Bu 
the Arabs say that the actions of Jameson and 
Barttelot destroyed al! confidence.

DEAR SIR—During Herbert Ward’s stay in 
Americal saw a great deal of him and of 
course our conversation often turned to Afri- 
can matters. At times the rear column of the 
Emin Relief Expedition became the topic. I 
not being an officer of that expedition, could 
say nothing fram personal experience, but 
the spirit of Ward’s conversation at ali times 
condemned Maj. Barttelo:’s mismanagement 
at Yambuya, his harsh treatment of the Zan- 
zibarie and Soudanese, who were lashed 
up and flogged for the feeblest offene e. 
His inconsistent, high-handed and tactleas 
dealings with Tippoo Tib and bie tyrannical 
bebavior to the other white officers of the rear 
column were often mentioned. Ward was 
sent to the coast by Barttelot with dispatches. 
Ward said that this was simply an actof in- 
feeling on the part of the Major, who im- 
agined that Ward wasaspy and would carry 
news of everytbing to Stanley. 

Barttelot and Jameson always held council 
together, but 1 > everything secret from the 
— — officers. ard could not account for 
the great changes that had come over Bartte- 
lot’s character, but said either the long stay 
at Yambuya under such miserable circum- 
stances had brutalized him thoroughly or he 
was insane. 

At ull times Ward’s expressions were loyal 
to you, Mr. Stanley, whether in private con- 
versation or on the public piatform. He was 
always rearetting the failure at the rear col- 
umn at Yeambuya. When W was sent to 
the coast he told me he rewonstrated with 
Barttelot, pointing out to him the uselessness 
of expecting the committee in London to be 
able to furnish any fresh instructions, but 
Maj. Barttelot was firm and Ward became 
convinced that he was sent on this errand so 
as not to be thereto accompany the rear col- 
umn when it did move forward.

AN OLD AND PROMINENT PRESBYTERIAN 
MINISTFR PASSES AWAY. 


Rev. Lyman Marshal) of Lebaron, UL, Dies 
Suddenly—A Long and a Goad Life—Bap- 
tist Corner-Stone Laying—Dr, Cara- 
dine’s Choir—Kevyivalist Hitler’s Meet- 
Inks— Ministers“ Conferences. 


Rev. Lyman Marshall, pastor of the Lebanon 
Presbyterian Church of the Alton Presbytery, 
died at his home yesterday morning of 
paralysis of the brain. Up to Saturday night 
he was in perfect bodily health and yesterday 
morning at8 o'clock arose and prepared the 
fires. At6o’clock he complained of a pain in 
the bead and at 8:15 died without much suf- 
fering. His wife and companion of forty 
years was with him when he breathed his 
last. 

The funeral will take place from the Presby- 
terian Cburch to-morrow afternoon at 2 
o’clock, and the ceremonies will be conducted 
by Rev. Dr. David Deamand, who will deliver 
the funeral oration. As Dr. Marshall bas 
many dear friendsin this city preparations 
have been made for them to attend the 
funeral. Aaspecial tain will leave the Union 
Depot over the O. & M. line for Lebanon at 
12:0 o'clock to-morrow and will return im- 
mediately after the funeral. Preparations 
are being made to bury the remeins of so 
devoted and enthusiastic a servant of 
the church whe bad labored unceasingly for 
the past fifty years, 

Rev. Dr. Lyman Marshall was born in East 
Weare, New Hampshire, June 20, 1823, and 
was 68 years of age atthe time of his death. 
He received a thorougk education from his 
Christian parents, and in 1843 he grad- 
uated with high honors from art- 
mouth College, New Hampshire, when 
he studied law and was immediately after was 
admitted to the bar. He practiced law for 
several years and, though successful, be felt 
that his calling wasin the church.

He said thefhorse racing for purses is law- 
ful in New trip £ but the charge was that the 
defendant bad abused the rights given to it by 
the State in setting up a house where uniaw- 
jul gaming was kllowed to be carried on. If 
the Court erred in stating the law the de- 
fendant had the rightto appeal toa higher 
court. The question before the jury was not 
whetherthe making of a bet isan immoral 
act. A man may go into bt neighbor's house 
and make a bet without doing any injury. It. 
however, that neighbor invites the public 
inte hie bouse to make bets on chanese and 
People copgregated there day after day the 
case is different. If such athing was not un- 
lawful men would have the right to open 
gambling houses on every corner. 

The jury retired and on the first forma! bal- 
lot found the defendant gulity as charged. 
The jury were back in the court-room in five 
minutes’ time. The verdict caused consider- 
able surprise as a disagreement was antici- 
pated.

A mystery surrounds the death of a colored 
woman ut the Female Hospital which the 
Coroner’s office is now trying to unravel. The 
woman, whose name is Vina Hudson, had 
been living with. Hannah. Sanders, 216 
Valentine street, and on Saturday 
evening was taken to the hospital 


where she died last night. She had been a 
chambermaid on the riveronthe steamers 
Calhoun. Pike and Iddlewild. About three 
weeks ago she fell sick and remained from 
that time at the address given above. She 
kept crowing worse und, after trying several 
doctors, called in aman named Jim Chiltern 
or Fasden, who has a great reputation 
among colored people as a doctor and fortune 
teller. To him she confided her belief that 
she had been poisoned by a woman who had 
formerly been her closest friend, but with 
whom she had had a quarrel. Chiltern exam- 
ined her and told her sie had been poisoned. 
He said her symptoms all pointed in that 
direction, a constant and blinding headache, 
a feeling of oppression in the chest, and her 
steadily increasing blindness. He gave her 
medicines and guaranteec a cure, but she 
grew steadily worse and during the past week 
became almost helpiess from her weakness 
and falling people with 
whom sne to place things 
very close before her at the table, find her 
shows for her and almost put the comb and 
brush iato ber band. She frequently asserted 
that she had been poisoned, and mentioned a 
colored woman who lives on Valentine street 
as the one she suspected of having given 
it to her. Her neighbors all say that 
died believing herself to haye been 
olsoned and expected when she left 
or the hospital Saturday that she would never 
return. The women discouraced what they 
thoughtonly anotion on her part, Dut she 
ersisted, and even made disposition of her 
ew effects and told the women what to do 
with her children. The women say that there 
are people on the street who would have 
polsoned ber if they thought it could be done 
safely. Her husband, Charles Hudson, is 
said to be a worthiess,improvident fellow,and 
her children, a girl of 7 and a boy a little over 
a year old, will be looked after by frends.
